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COTTON IN DUSTRY | 
TO CONCENTRATE ON| 
- EXPORT TRADE 


London, To-day. 


THE HOUSE OF LORDS yesterday. passed the second read- 
ing of the Cotton Industry Bill, which is désigned to 


promote the export trade. 


Lord Templemore, introducing the measure, said that ex- 
ports in the cotton trade were especially vital in war- 
time, since exports of cotton goods were greater than 
any other single manufacturing industry. 


The Bill. provided for the estab- 
lishment of a Cotton Industry Board, 
whose main purpose was to assist the 
export trade and also to deal with 
market research and propaganda. 

Prices, as far as necessary, would 
be controlled by an Order made by the 
Minister of Supply. 

The Bill provides for a levy o on spin- 
ners and also for payments to the 
Empire Cotton Growing Corporation 
amounting to one penny in respect of 
each 500 Ibs. of cotton. 

Lord Templemore, concluding, said 
the Cotton Act of 1939 was found too 
elaborate for wartime conditions. 


GOODS IN BULK 


Lord Strabolgi pointed out that we 
might have to export cotton goods in 
Dulk as the need for foreign exchange 
grew and our necessary imports in- 
creased. We might have to take far- 
reaching steps to sell cotton goods 
abroad, and the present Bill might not 
be enough. 

He hoped the Government was al- 
ready thinking about greater ma- 
chinery to help exports in relation te 
barter and pre-emption, — Reuter.

The Allies, it will be recalled, while 
approving the plan in principle, asked 
for guarantees that enemy raiders and 
merchant ships should not be allowed 
to use the zone as a shield to avoid 
legitimate capture.

Lt.-Comdr. Smith, the Torpedo 
Officer, speaking of the bravery of the 
wounded, recalled the epic case of a 
man who, with both legs shot uway, 
told his superior offlcer he was dolnyg 
well “in somewhat adverse circums- 
tances.” 

Able-Seaman Cross, from Bris- 
tol, described how the fifth salvo 
from the Graf Spee killed and 
wounded many of Exeter’s men. 

“I was on the bridge when the 
salvo burst. Next to me were two 
men standing side by side, and frag- 
ments of flying shrapnel killed them 
both. They were standing by the 
loud-speaker to communicate by bugle 
orders to the gun crews. 


TURRET OUT OF ACTION

Nazis Broadcast 
In Gaelic 


A. “Gaelic” broadcast from Hame- 
burg caused great disappointment jn 
the Island of Lewis. Scores of people 


had stayed out of church or had ‘hur- 
ried home to listen to it in the hope 
that some news would be given of the 
12 Lewis men who are missing from 
the Rawalpindi. Several of the crew of 
the Rawalpindi were thought to have 
been rescued by the Deutschland, the

before on a Synday evening lstenetl- 
in to Hamburg, but the broadcast was’ 
in Irish Gaelic, and Highland listeners 
could make nothing of it.

Mr. Compton was supported by Sir 
Shouson Chow, Messrs. H. V. Wilkin- 
son, M. K. Lo, T. E, Pearce, directors, 
D. L. Newbigging, alternate director 
for Mr. J. J. Paterson, L. C. F. Bel- 
lamy, general manager, and W F. 
Simmons, secretary and general man- 
ager. 

The chairman said:— 

In his speech from this chair a 
year ago Mr, J. J. Paterson said that 
the year 1938 had been an extraor- 
dinary one and that previous records 
in respect of traffic receipts, passen- 
gers, car-miles and profit had all 
been eclipsed. Exactly the same can 
be said of the year 1939. Compared 
with the previous year traffic receipts 
are up by $453,446, passengers at a 
fraction under 71 millions are up by 
nearly 11% millions or 19 per cent. 
and are more than double the 1936 
figure. The year’s profit Is up on last 
year by $241,324 or 20.36 per cent. 

More car-miles were operated a 
order to achieve these remarkable re- 
sults and this mileage is now the 
equivalent of once round the world 
at the equator every 48 hours. 

I will not attempt any forecast of 
how long the prevailing abnormal 
traffic is going to continue. 

NEW YEAR RECORD 

Last month’s receipts are $13,000 
higher than the receipts for January 
last year whilst the week ended last 
Saturday which covered the Chinese 
New Year celebrations was the great- 
est week in our history, the number 
of passengers averaging a quarter of 
a million per day. t 

Six new tramcare were ordered 
about a year ago and four of them 
are now In service. The European 

“war has affected delivery of “cer--~ 
tain equipment but it Is hoped 
that the two remaining cars — 
bringing our total stock of tram- 
cars ‘to 109—will be In service 
not later than April next. 

In 1938 an experimental air brake 
was fitted to a tramcar and- as a 
result it has now been decided to 
equip all tramcars with air brakes. 
A dozen air brake cars are already 
on the road and it is hoped that the 
work of equipping the whole of the 
rolling stock will be completed by the 
end of next year. 

The air brake will be additional to 
the powerful electric (emergency) 
brake and to the mechanical brake 
operated by a manually applied wheel. 
The latter, however, will be used as 
a parking brake only. The air brake 
will be the service brake, the sen- 
sitiveness and ease of application of 
which is already being greatly ap- 
preciated by the motormen who are 
saved much physical effort. - 

TRACK REPLACEMENT 

It is expected that a very important 
- track replacement will be undertaken. 
this year. I refer to Causeway Road, 
between our Causeway ‘Bay terminus. 
and the western end of King’s Road. 
Government intends not only to widen 
this road but to raise and level it. At 
one part it will be raised by as much 
as four feet. We shall - require to 
build a new double track on’. the 
new alignment and some inconveni- 
ence to passengers on the Shaukiwan 
tramears will be unayoidable whilst 
this work is golng forward. - ~~";

past 25 years a 5 per cent. royalty on 
working profit has been paid to the 
Government of ‘Hong Kong.

On 
the occasion of the annual meeting 
two years ago the chairman, referring 
to amounts written-off against good- 
will and construction expenses (now 
extinguished), said:

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HONG KONG 
OVERWHELM 
MARINES — 


On. Saturday, February 11, the 
Hong Kong Interport Rugby team 
beat U. S. Marines in Shanghai by 
12 points to 3. The following is the 
“North China Datly News” comment 
on the players: 

The pitch was in splendid condition 
and the day was the brightest Shang- 
hai has enjoyed for some weeks and 
Hong Kong took full.advantage of the 
conditions. Their method of play re- 
vealed an entirely new team as com- 
pared wtih the side that defeated 
Shanghai, and the Marines retired 
well beaten by a far superior side. 
Hong Kong had ‘the ball back as 
quickly’ as possible on all possible 
occasions and the outsides did the rest. 
That was all there was to it and try 
as the Marines might—and they play- 
ed as well as they were allowed—they 
found in the opposition something they 
had not met in Shanghai for a couple 
of years. 

Outmanoeuvring: and  outspeeding 
the “leathernecks” Hong Kong played 
really splendid football and the man- 
ner in’ which perfect team work 
caught the Marines on the wrong foot 
time and again was delightful to 
watch. It wus not generally thought 
that the Marine backs would be slower 
than the invaders but the southerners 
proved far nippier and this caused 
the Americans plenty of trouble. 

Loose kicking by the Marines, too, 
was punished severely by the Hong 
Kong backs who hardly ever failed to 
find touch with long kicks to drive 
back their rivals again) and again. 
The Marine outsides showed up poor- 
ly. They have never displayed that 
thrust that good backs do but yester- 
day their handling and passing was 
not as good as it has been this season. 
Possibly the importance of the occa- 
sion had something to do with. this. 


OPEN PLAY 

It is not to be imagined that the 
Marines were out of the picture. Far 
from it! Although they lacked the 
rugger sense of their adversaries, they 
used their weight advantage to good 
effect and in the second half had the 
better of the match from a territorial 
viewpoint. But when it came to open 
play—and there was enough of it to 
‘charm the Rugby follower’s heart — 
there was only one .team in it and 
that was Hong Kong. 

Henderson and Thomson, the two 
smallest players on the field, stood 
.. out-head. and shoulders. above every- 
body else, their touch kicking and 
opening out of the play being up to a 
hign standard. 

Bosanquet, the speedy right- winger, 
turned in another splendid perform- 
ance and had he been given a few 
more chances the score would have 
probably been incrensed. Bidwell 
excelled in his kicking while the

Marines before parting with the ball 
was most clever. He was_ inclined, 
however, to crowd his wing too close 
to the line before letting the ball out 
but on the whole he was as good as 
the Bidwell that Shanghai knew a 
few years ago. 


The other Hong Kong outsides play- 
ed splendid football in both attack 
und defence. The forwards did a great 
job of work. They more than held 
their own against a very determined 
pack and this fact alone was respon- 
sible for paving the way to victory. 
Walkden led them well but each and 
every member of a_ hard-working 
pack knew what he had to do and 
did it. 

With the Marines’ outsides playing 
a loosing game they had few chances 
to shine but Betteridge and Brown 
put in some clever defensive work. 
Malari was not happy at full-back, 
this usually reliable kicker being un- 
able to find touch with ‘the ease he 
generally does. He was caught on the 
wrong foot more than once but it was 
a mistake to have moved him to the 
left wing towards the close. Nobody 
else could have done better. The 
American forwards played hard and, 
at times, well but they spoiled a 
number of opportunities by becoming 
offside. In addition they failed to 
utilise their dangerous footrushes 
enough for Hong Kong never at any 
period of the game relished this type 
of play.

The German Government's ar- 
guments in support of the any 
nounced policy of unrestricted 
submarine warfare ate more thaii 
usually futile, says an authorita- 
tive statement. International law 
has always fully recognised the 
right of neutrals to trade with 
belligerents subject to the right 
of the other belligerent to pre- 
vent the carriage of contraband, 
but the methods employed for this 
purpose must accord with the 
laws of war, which preclude the 
sinking of merchantships without” 
warning or providing for the 
safety of the crew. 

Regarding Britain taking ships 
into port for examination, the 
right of diversion into port was 
admitted and practised by all the 
belligerents in the last war. 

Germany herself constantly "ses 
this right in the Baltic. 

The true foundation of Ger- 
many’'s claim to sink vessels in 
waters where she cannot exercise 
surface control Is the inability to 
make any impression on the com- 
merce of Great Britain except by 
illegitimate means.—Reuter.
